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Concerns over skatepark after 
landslide at nearby allotments 


A SECTION of the cliff-top allotments in 
Lyme Regis has been lost in a landslide this 
week, resulting in concerns over the weight 
of the nearby skatepark currently under 
construction. 

Allotment association secretary John Cook con¬ 
firmed that a landslip occurred on Sunday night, 
when more than 20ml of rain fell, and had affected 
four plots at the site, just below where the East Cliff 
stabilisation works were carried out last year. 

Mr Cook explained: “When the stabilisation works 
were carried out, the contractors changed the layout 
of the allotments so everyone would lose a little bit 
of land in the event of a slip, rather than one whole 
plot going.

“Four plots have lost around a couple of metres each 
and the deer fence at the bottom of the site. It has 
dropped about 10 metres. 

“These plots are four of half a dozen on the sea side 
of the stabilisation works. The ones above the works 
should be protected from landslides.” 

Mr Cook said that the allotments were still open as 
usual but plot holders who had been affected by the 
landslide had been asked to be cautious, as there were 
cracks in the ground which may result in further slips. 

He added that work to repair the deer fence would 
be carried out once the land had dried out. 

Speaking 
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on this 
week’s landslide. West 
Dorset district councillor 
John Russell, portfolio 
holder for environmental 
protection and assets, 
said: “There has been 
minor ground movement 
in the unstabilised area 
above the eastern end of 
the new sea wall, how¬ 
ever this was well within 


the expected range. 

“This area was not sta¬ 
bilised for environmental 
reasons (Site of Special¬ 
ist Scientific Interest, 
Special Area of Conser¬ 
vation, Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty, 
World Heritage Site) and 
other measures were 
therefore taken to prevent 
the continuing ground 
movement from pro¬ 
gressing into areas where 
it would damage infra¬ 
structure and housing.” 

However, town coun¬ 
cillor Derek Hallett, the 
council’s representative 
on the allotment associa¬ 
tion, described the slip as

“disturbing”, as the area had been “nailed and pinned” 
during the recent £19million stabilisation works at the 
east of the town, carried out by West Dorset District 
Council. 

Commenting on the skatepark currently under con¬ 
struction in Charmouth Road car park, next to the al¬ 
lotments. Councillor Hallett continued: “It’s also very 
disturbing that they are going to put tonnes more con¬ 
crete down for the 
skatepark, less than 40 
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metres away. 

“I have never been in 
favour of the skatepark 
in that position and we 
could end up losing 
£150,000 of council 
money before it’s even 
built.” 

Town, district and 
county councillor Daryl 
Turner also made refer¬ 
ence to the effect the 
skatepark could have on 
the unstable cliffs by 
posting photos of this 
week’s slip and the 
skatepark under con¬ 


struction on his Twitter page. 

Responding to concerns about the skatepark, deputy 
town clerk Mark Green said: “We are aware of the 
landslip at the allotments and we have discussed the 
situation with out geotechnical engineer and the con¬ 
tractor on the skatepark. Both are of the view that the 
landslip is unrelated to the current works to construct 
the skatepark. 

“We have also discussed this with the engineers at 
West Dorset District Council, who we believe will be 
visiting the site to assess the situation for themselves.” 

The council’s geotechnical engineer, Peter Chap¬ 
man, added: “It just sounds like a localised slip that’s 
remote from the skatepark, so it’s highly unlikely that 
the work at the skatepark would have resulted in that 
slip.” 

The town council was unable to confirm the weight 
of the skatepark before going to press. 

Councillor Hallett, a resident of Church Cliff Flats 
whose garden was also affected by the stabilisation 
works, added: “We are so grateful for the work that 
was carried out last year because we are convinced 
we would have been in the sea if it hadn’t been done 
with all the bad weather we’ve had recently.”

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District to go ahead with £95k 
referendum on cabinet system 


A REFERENDUM on West Dorset District 
Council’s future governance will go ahead 
later this year despite the council being urged 
to make changes and save nearly £100,000. 

Public First campaigners collected more than 6,000 
signatures from West Dorset residents calling for the 
council to change from the existing cabinet-style sys¬ 
tem to a “more democratic” committee system of gov¬ 
ernance, which triggered the possibility of a 
referendum. 

Public First member John Grantham asked the coun¬ 
cil last week whether they would consider changing 
their governance system voluntarily, saving the au¬ 
thority £95,000 by not holding a referendum. But 
Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of the council, an¬ 
nounced that the referendum would take place on 
May 5th. 

He said: “The referendum will now take place on 
the same day as the Police and Crime Commissioner 
election. 

“This will reduce what would otherwise been the 
cost of the referendum. We now estimate that the cost 
of holding the referendum will be approximately 
£95,000. 

“I will not promote a change to a committee system 
in advance of a referendum given that over 4,000 peo¬ 
ple have signed a petition demanding a referendum, 
so we should not act in any way to deny it.” 

The Public First group is a non-party-political sys¬ 
tem campaigning to improve democracy in West 
Dorset and Dorset through system change. 

Members have held public meetings across West 
Dorset, in which 99 per cent of electors present were 
in favour of the change to a committee system, and 
travelled around Dorset obtaining signatures from 
6,115 people in agreement. 

Clive Stafford Smith OBE, chairman of Public First, 
is now urging the council to not go ahead with the ref¬ 
erendum and to change its system voluntarily, as a 
vote is likely to provide the same response as that of 
the petition, and argued that those who signed did not 
do so for a referendum. 

He said: “This is the kind of nonsense that we have 
come to expect from WDDC. Seemingly unaccount¬ 
able, they constantly waste our money - whether on 
the new council office building, the absurdly compli¬ 
cated parking meters, or the destruction of the char-

acter of Bridport. 

“Let me be clear, the 6,115 people who signed our 
petition do not want their money spent on a referen¬ 
dum. Rather, they want change so that the current 
cabal of councillors, who represent a minority of 
votes, should not be able to monopolise 100 per cent 
of the power, cutting out councillors who represent 
the majority of the district’s voters. 

“We have asked Mr Alford to simply bow to the will 
of the people, do away with the current process. Why 
will he not back a system that allows all those elected 
to play a fully active role in the political process?” 

Mr Stafford Smith is making a final appeal for the 
council to decide that they shouldn’t proceed to spend 
£95,000 on the referendum, which could be spent on 
other services or organisations. 

He added: “The signatories to the petition represent 
almost 50 per cent of those who might be expected to 
vote in an off-year election. 

“All 6,115 have shown themselves to be motivated 
people who will almost certainly take the time to 
voice their opinion in favour of change. 

“In contrast, only 38 people voiced opposition to 
change at our 16 open stalls throughout Dorset from 
Lyme Regis to Sherborne. This means that 99.3 per 
cent were in favour of greater democracy, and the sta¬ 
tus quo can boast slightly less than one per cent of the 
vote. 

“Because the electorate is comprised of sensible 
people, the referendum would seem to be a foregone 
conclusion - although we will campaign hard to make 
sure that democracy prevails. 

“I am therefore making one last plea to Mr Alford 
and his friends - change the gerrymandered way in 
which you do business within seven days, and we will 
withdraw our request for a referendum. 

“That way, they won’t waste £95,000 of our money. 
Instead, perhaps they could spend it on keeping Brid¬ 
port Leisure centre open, or the youth centre, or the 
boxing club, or the Trick Factory. Otherwise the vot¬ 
ers will simply have to exercise their democratic pre¬ 
rogative on May 5th.”

Angel to be utilised during Three Cups build 
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PALMERS Brewery, owners of the former Angel 
Inn in Lyme Regis, is planning to use the empty 
pub for storage and parking during the develop¬ 
ment of its Three Cups site. 

Nigel Jones of Palmers'property agent Chesters 
Commercial said that the brewery had kept the 
Angel, in Mill Green, empty since its closure sev¬ 
eral years ago as it was planning on a short-term 
basis to use it for storage and parking for con¬ 
struction vehicles during its £5million revamp of 
the former Three Cups Hotel in nearby Broad 
Street, which is being converted into a retail unit, 
apartments, restaurant and letting rooms after 


standing empty for over 25 years. 

Some residents had expressed concern that the 
Angel would become "the next Three Cups Hotel" 
but Mr Jones confirmed that Palmers also has a 
long-term plan for the former pub, which will be 
converted into flats for staff working at the new 
Three Cups restaurant once building is complete. 

Mr Jones said that Palmers was currently in the 
process of "working out all the details" of the re¬ 
furbishment of the Three Cups, as it was a "com¬ 
plicated site", but it is hoped building work will 
start early next year. 


Lyme roads scheduled for resurfacing 


BROAD Street, Woodmead Road, Cobb Road and 
Pooles Court in Lyme Regis have been ear¬ 
marked for resurfacing work over the coming 
weeks. 

Woodmead Road will be closed from February 
1st to 3rd, Cobb Road from February 4th to 5th, 
and Pooles Court from February 15th to 16th, all 
from 9am to 4pm, as part of Dorset County 
Council's programme of major maintenance 
works to the county roads. 

The lower section of Broad Street will be closed

Public urged to report sightings 
of turtles on West Dorset beaches 



MEMBERS of the pub¬ 
lic are being urged to 
report sightings of tur¬ 
tles washed up on 
Dorset beaches follow¬ 
ing the discovery of 
four turtles in just nine 
days. 

On December 23rd, a 
live loggerhead turtle 
was found near Worth 
Matravers in Dorset, 
which had to be put to 
sleep due to its injuries. 

Since then, three en¬ 
dangered and rare 
Kemp’s Ridley Turtles 
have been found dead 
by beach walkers at 
West Bay, West Bex- 
ington and Kim- 
meridge. 

Julie Hatcher, Dorset Wildlife Trust marine 
awareness officer, said: “The winter storms have 
been tough on wildlife living in the sea. 

“Hard-shelled turtles live in tropical seas, but if 
they get picked up in a strong ocean current such 
as the gulf stream and end up in cold northern wa¬ 
ters they can’t survive for long because their me¬ 
tabolism slows down and they stop feeding. 

“The public can help by reporting any sightings, 
alive or dead, so we can arrange a rescue, or re¬ 
covery and post mortem, to help us learn more 
about the threats to these animals in our oceans.” 

The storms have also led to a colony of tropical 
sea snails living on a fishing buoy being discov¬ 
ered for the first time in Dorset and exotic sea 
plants such as the sea heart, Columbus crabs and 


‘by-the-wind-sailors’ being washed up. 

Mrs Hatcher added: “Whilst some marine ani¬ 
mals aren’t faring well from the recent weather, we 
are also seeing some really interesting wildlife 
being washed up on Dorset beaches. 

“The sea snails were a fascinating find and shows 
how species can travel from one continent to an¬ 
other via floating debris. 

“The sea heart is a large seed from a tropical vine 
that can survive floating in the ocean for 17 years 
or more and is still able to germinate if it lands on 
a suitable beach!”

County to find further £7.4m of savings 


COUNTY councillors say they are shocked by the 
level of cuts needed to find an extra £7.4million of 
savings. 

The Conservative-controlled council also complain 
that Dorset is being treated worse than most other 
authorities by the government and more stringent 
cuts will be forced on the authority as a result of 
changes to grants. 

The figure comes on top of a £13million saving the 
council was already needing to find. It will, in¬ 
evitably, mean Job losses, additional charges to res¬ 
idents, a raising of the threshold for some services 
and the possible 'outsourcing' of some services. 
Working with other councils and private companies 
is also being considered. 

The bad news was given to staff when they re¬ 
turned after the Christmas and New Year break. 

In a letter to staff they were told: "2016 will place 
more difficult demands on us all. We have been 
working on a budget for the next financial year, 
2016/17, which has to be set by the county council 
on February 11th." 

It goes on to explain that the amount of money the 
government allows the authority, the Revenue Sup¬ 
port Grant (RSG), was far lower than expected. 

"We had made an assumption that we would lose 


30 per cent of our RSG over each of the next three 
years, and the remainder in year four... However, 
the government announced an entirely new for¬ 
mula for the distribution of grant. If implemented, 
this would see Dorset County Council lose 45 per 
cent of our RSG next year, and the rest of it the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

"This would mean we would need to find an addi¬ 
tional £7.4million in order to balance our budget in 
2016/17, and then more in 2017/18.This also means 
we would no longer receive any RSG after 2017/18 
and we are one of only two county councils to be 
in this position." 

Council leader Robert Gould raised the matter in 
person with the Secretary of State for Communities 
and Local Government, Greg Clark, just before 
Christmas. 

The letter to staff concludes: "We are sorry to have 
to bring these matters to your attention as we start 
2016, but can assure you that we continue to keep 
services at the forefront of all we do and are work¬ 
ing hard with Government to deal with the situa¬ 
tion we are now in. Our commitment remains to 
work for a strong and successful Dorset." 

The letter is signed by council leader Councillor 
Gould and chief executive Debbie Ward. 


Deadline looming for school applications

Children born between September 1st 2011 and 
August 31 St 2012 should start school this Septem¬ 
ber and parents have just two days to apply for their 
school place. 

Also, children who will be transferring from infant 
to junior schools or from first to middle schools 
need to have their applications in to Dorset County 
Council by Friday. 

Councillor Toni Coombs, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people at Dorset County Council, 
said: "We want to make sure that parents don't for¬ 


get to send us their applications. 

"Starting school or moving up to a new school is 
a major milestone in a child's life and I cannot stress 
enough how important it is that families apply on 
time, as submitting an application late affects the 
likelihood of being allocated a place at their pre¬ 
ferred school."

The coastguards re¬ 
ceived the call from 
concerned members of 
the public about walk¬ 
ers between Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth 
and alerted the lifeboat 
crew at 1.27pm. 

In less than 10 min¬ 
utes the crew had as¬ 
sembled and launched 
the lifeboat, and three 
walkers were quickly 
identified. However, it 
was found that they were not cut off and, in con¬ 
junction with shore-based members of the coast¬ 
guard, it was agreed they were not at risk and no 
rescue was needed. 

The Lyme Regis lifeboat Spirit of Loch Fyne and 
its four crew observed the individuals form the 
sea for a short while before returning to station 
just after 2pm. 

Back on shore helmsman Tim Edwards said: "We 
saw them quite quickly as one of them was wear¬ 
ing an orange jacket. They were not in any dis¬ 
tress or danger so we observed for a few minutes 
and were then stood down by the coastguard. 

"A false alarm but better safe than sorry and it's 
good that people make a call if they have con¬ 
cern." 

A lifeboat spokesperson added:"Clearly no one 


was in danger but it serves as timely reminder for 
all that activities by the seashore can put you at 
risk very quickly. 

"Anyone undertaking activities in or near the 
sea would be well served going to the RNLI on¬ 
line and reading their advice, especially the Re¬ 
spect The Water initiative that clearly identifies 
some of the risks." 

The lifeboat was launched for the second time 
of the year on Friday, January 8th at 1.30pm but 
was stood down within two minutes of launch¬ 
ing. 

A surfer was reported in trouble off Seaton 
beach but they made it back to shore without any 
assistance by the time the lifeboat had been 
launched. 


Dorchester hospital doctors 


strike over contracts and pay 


DOCTORS at Dorset County Hospital were on the 
picket line “with reluctance” on Tuesday. 

They took strike action in protest at changes the gov¬ 
ernment wants to make to their contracts - and, they say, 
to protect the long-term future of the NHS. 

The hospital cancelled just five operations as a result 
of the industrial action although a number of other ap¬ 
pointments were postponed. 

Cover in accident and emergency was maintained by 
doctors throughout the stoppage. Doctors also worked 
late prior to the stoppage to ensure patients in the hos¬ 
pital were up to date with their checks and, for those 
going home, their discharge forms. 

The dispute hinges around payments for unsocial 
hours with many doctors still working in excess of 12 
hours a day, including nights and weekends. 

At present junior doctors are paid extra when they 
work between 7pm and 7 am during the week and over 
the weekend. 

The Dorchester picket line was 50-strong with passing 
motorists showing their support by hooting and waving. 

The 24-hour strike began at Sam on Tuesday after 
talks between the government and the British Medical 
Association (BMA) broke down last week. 

“This action has been taken with a heavy heart, but the 
government simply wasn’t listening to the reality of the 
situation,” said BMS spokesperson at the hospital. Dr 
Liv Davies. 

“They have dressed this up as wanting more services 
seven days a week - but that already exists. Doctors are 
working round the clock every day of the year.” 

She said the doctors recognised that their contract did 
need reviewing. It was last done 15-years-ago. 

“But the way the government is doing it takes away 
the safeguards which stop us working a safe number of 
hours.” 

Other NHS staff fear that the dispute with junior doc¬ 
tors could be the dry run for a much bigger confronta¬ 
tion. They suspect ministers also want to axe the 
unsocial hours payments that they get for working 
nights and weekends,” said a South West Unison 
spokesman. 

Doctor Tam Stroud, also from Dorset County Hospital 


said: “We enjoy our jobs and we want to be there for pa¬ 
tient care, but we feel we are being forced into this by 
the government. 

“If we don't do this, in the long run it will be much 
more unsafe for patients in the future. 

“There is a lot of spin from the government, but we 
don't do things without evidence when it comes to ill¬ 
nesses.” 

Later in the morning the doctors moved to the town 
centre to answer questions about their industrial action 
and the argument they have with the government over 
their contracts. 

A statement released on behalf of the junior doctors 
at DCH added: “This has been an incredibly difficult 
decision to take, challenging us all on a professional, 
personal and moral level, but one that we believe is 
paramount to societal protection. 

“We work together every day, often under immense 
stress, in what is becoming an increasingly difficult and 
challenging environment, due to continued under¬ 
staffing, under-funding and under-resourcing. 

“At Dorset County Hospital we would like to reassure 
you that there is a robust contingency plan in place en¬ 
suring that all emergency and in-patient care will be led 
and delivered by our trainers and mentors, the most ex¬ 
perienced doctors in the NHS - our consultant body.” 

A spokesperson for the hospital said: “The priority 
for managers had been minimising the impact strike ac¬ 
tion had on our patients. Many outpatient clinics and 
consultations went ahead as normal because consultants 
and nursing staff were not involved in the industrial ac¬ 
tion. 

“We can reassure people that emergency services will 
be unaffected and we have robust plans ready to ensure 
the continuing safety and care of patients in hospital. 

“We are keeping in touch with patients potentially af¬ 
fected and will give them as much notice as possible if 
we have to reschedule their surgery or appointment.” 

A second strike, this time for 48 hours, is planned for 
two weeks time.

Rural bus services could be cut 
to help county save £500,000 


VITAL rural bus services could be cut in a bid for 
Dorset County Council to save £500,000. 

Dorset County Council is looking to save £500,000 
from a review of rural bus services and is asking local 
people how they would be affected. 

The savings would be made by stopping subsidies 
for services that run once or twice a week and instead 
the county council would aim to support the develop¬ 
ment of more community based schemes. 

A total of 26 services are under review, including 
several which would affect the Marshwood Vale, near 
Lyme Regis, such as the no 14 from Thomcombe to 
Marshwood, the 76 from Symondsbury to Catherston 
Leweston and the 688 from Thomcombe to Axminster, 
as well as several affecting the mral areas around Brid¬ 
port. 

Peter Linney, the council’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “With significant reductions in our 
funding from government, we need to focus on bus 
services that support Dorset’s economy by helping 
people get to school or work. 

“Community schemes, such as dial-a-ride, can be 
more responsive to people’s needs for social and 
leisure journeys. There is already a good network of 
community transport in Dorset and we want to help it 
grow. 

“We are asking people whether they are aware of 
schemes in their area and encouraging more volunteers 
to join them. We also need to find out where there are 
gaps and work with communities to fill them.” 

A four-week public consultation, which started on 
Monday (January 11th), is asking local people how the 
changes would affect them. 

Members of the Western Area Transport Action 
Group (WATAG) are concerned that community trans¬ 
port schemes may not get the level of support needed 
from Dorset County Council, which could see them as 


only a short term solution. 

A spokesperson for the group said: “Lollowing the 
very recent reduction to just one day a week for many 
of the bus services connecting remote villages through¬ 
out Dorset, we are surprised at this sudden announce¬ 
ment which despite the ‘public consultation’ taking 
place, the publicity clearly states that the cuts need to 
be implemented by April. 

“We urge all of those people affected to take part ei¬ 
ther online or by the paper version available from li¬ 
braries and town and parish councils. 

“Current volunteer car services are already working 
to capacity trying to get people to their hospital and 
doctors’ appointments. 

“We are also concerned that the use of concessionary 
bus passes is also undermining the viability of many 
of these services, a view exposed on national TV at the 
weekend. 

“Any community solution will need to break even fi¬ 
nancially to exist and the amount of help given by 
Dorset County Council may well be insufficient to 
maintain their long term future. 

“The only option for those countryside dwellers who 
had planned their lives around the availability of buses 
is now undermined and many will be forced to move 
to larger towns, which are already under pressure from 
the number of incomers leaving our villagers to holi¬ 
day home owners, thus making our housing stock even 
more unaffordable.” 

The consultation, which can be found at www.dorset- 
foryou.com/travel-dorset/2016-bus-review runs until 
Lebruary 8th and the results will be taken to the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on Lebruary 24th for a decision. 

To meet the council’s target saving of £500,000 in 
2016/17, the changes would need to be in place from 
April.

W HAT price democ¬ 
racy? I ask because 
the council taxpayers 
of West Dorset are about to 
pick up a bill for £95,000 - the 
cost of staging a referendum 
on a more democratic way of 
running the district council. 

To avoid such a financial hit the 
council would have to acede to 
scrapping the current policy-mak¬ 
ing process but they have refused 
to do so. 

A referendum organised by an ap¬ 
propriately named group called 
Public First campaigning for a ref-

the example set by Canterbury 
City Council, where a similar 
row has been brewing, and ac¬ 
cede to the wishes of the peti¬ 
tioners and save the council 
taxpayers of West Dorset 
£95,000 in going to the polls on 
May 7th, which he must other¬ 
wise do. 

No such luck. Cllr Alford has 
dug his heels in and said that 
over 4,000 people had signed a 
petition demanding a referen¬ 
dum and that’s what they will 
get, costing the council £95,000. 

Of course, it will be argued 
that 7.5 per cent of the elec¬ 
torate in West Dorset is by no 
means a majority but Public 
First maintain that the petition 
represents almost 50 per cent of 
those who might vote in an off- 
year election. 

At the moment all major deci¬ 
sions at district level are made 
by a cabinet consisting of six 
members, all Tories, hand¬ 
picked by Cllr Alford. 

I have always been opposed to 
this cabinet-style of local gov¬ 
ernment because, in effect, it 
means that the remaining 36 
members have very little say in 
what happens in West Dorset. 

Some of them feel they are no 
more than puppets who are 
elected to represent their towns 
and villages but can exercise lit¬ 
tle or no influence, especially if 
they are not a member of the 


ruling party. 

It may work at national level, or 
even in a large metropolitan area, 
but this is not what local govern¬ 
ment is all about. 

Cllr Alford is being challenged by 
Public First to “bow to the will of 
the people” and they have made a 
last-minute plea not to waste 
£95,000 of taxpayers money. 

The leader is unlikely to change 
his stance, confident that the Tory 
majority is such that they will and 
should continue to dominate the 
policy-making process. 

In other words, you signed the pe¬ 
tition, you pay for it!

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Art society starts new year 
with palette knife demo 


THE new year opened with a demonstration of 
palette knife work by Stephen Foster for Lyme 
Regis Art Society. 

A watercolourist for 18 years, Stephen’s tech¬ 
nique now involves greater risk taking, with a layer 
of acrylic colours overpainted in oils. 

A flat metal blade requires a firm work board, as 
Stephen demonstrated, smoothing on the paint and 
swirling it into stormy clouds and rough waves. 
With a limited palette of just three primary colours, 
a wide range of shades can be created and he uses 
Prussian blue, yellow ochre, and burnt sienna and 
magenta, with van dyke brown for very dark areas 
with either Venetian red or Prussian blue added, de¬ 
pending on the tone required. 

A monochrome photograph of the image will 
show any imbalance. A painting should be allowed 
to take its own path and trying to cling to a pre¬ 
conceived plan makes the work sterile. Stephen 
quoted Picasso: “Have an idea but let it be a vague 
idea.” 

Based on a charcoal sketch of a storm in Kim- 
meridge Bay, the acrylic layer had a grey sky 
warmed with a touch of magenta whilst the sea had 
a more greenish tinge. Hard work was needed with 
oil paint to mesh these two areas using a careful 
mix of grey, together with the addition of more 
light and shade. 

The knife laid the brilliant white streaks of break¬ 
ing waves against the dark horizon and swirls of 
titanium against dark rocks painted in the van dyke 
brown mix. 

Stephen uses small amounts of colour on his 
palette and on the board, spending up to 15 sec¬ 



onds moving and smoothing the paint to prevent it 
being too thick and muddy which could lead to 
flaking. He uses Lucas 1862 oils, a buttery consis¬ 
tency loved by Van Gogh, and only mixed with lin¬ 
seed oil as thinners give him migraines. 

Stephen’s advice was to keep the painting sim- 
ple-create mere suggestions of the subject and al¬ 
lowing viewers to complete the image in their own 
imagination. He believes this semi-abstract im- 
pasto style acts as an antidote for us against our 
precise technological world. 

Lyme Regis Art Society meets on alternate Tues¬ 
days in the Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm. 
The next meeting is on January 19th with a demon¬ 
stration of “Texture in Watercolour and Mixed 
Media” by Celia Olssen.

B ill McGowan took up the reins 
at Lyme Regis Post Office on 
December 1st, following 28 
years as postmaster in Cattistock. 

Our post office has been an ‘on again, off 
again’ story for several years. So Bill’s arrival 
prompts two questions. Why return to this risky 
business? And how safe is our post office now? 

His answer to the first is direct. “I enjoy it. I 
know it.” And, ‘knowing it’, he’s clear-eyed 
about today’s challenges in sustaining a main 
post office. 

Some 50 years ago, my mother ran a village 
post office and shop from her small cottage. In 
the early 1960s, with few cars, and rural buses 
rare and slow, her Post Office Stores was the 
source of all essentials and the centre of village 
life, despite a town just three miles away. 

To this tiny space, open six days a week from 
Tam to 6pm, full with foodstuffs, housekeeping 
necessities, hardwares, pills, potions and emer¬ 
gency supplies, villagers came for stamps and 
sausages, pensions and paraffin, groceries and 
gossip. 

“You know almost everything there is to 
know about everyone”, my mother wrote, 
adding that “endless patience, hard work and a 
strong sense of humour are essential”. 

Just opposite was a council old people’s 
home, for whose residents her shop was a 
cheerfully welcoming ‘home from home’: she 
was particularly fond of the old man whose vis¬ 
its, always for “three boxes of matches please, 
madam”, were sometimes made without 
trousers. 

Even then, the post office business alone was

uneconomic. But hers was the only shop, there 
was a reasonable ‘retainer’ for being postmistress, 
and the GPO management provided good support. 
Today, that village still has a post office. It opens 
for just two hours a week, in the village hall. So 
what can we expect now in Lyme? 

Bill’s lease runs until May 2020; but the post of¬ 
fice contract can be ended with a year’s notice. As 
postmaster, he has no salary or retainer: rent, 
overheads and staff costs, and his own living, 
come from (very small) commissions on post of¬ 
fice transactions, and from shop turnover. It’s an 
easy, risk-free win for Post Office Limited, but 
not for anyone else. 

So the answer to ‘how safe is our post office?’ 
depends on us. The retail part of the business is 
critical to keeping the other services alive, so we 
should try to be customers of ‘the shop’ as well 
as of ‘the post office’. Bill’s message is simple: 
“Please say what you want from the shop - just 
tell me when next you drop in”. 

The post office services matter to the town. The 
greatest threat to these, and so to Bill’s commis¬ 
sions and to the viability of the business, lies in 
the growth of online alternatives. Recently I re¬ 
newed my vehicle licence; a couple of years ago, 
my passport. I could have done so online, but in¬ 


stead used the post office. After listening to Bill, 
I’m glad I did! But such choice is reducing: for 
example, it’s no longer possible to buy Premium 
Bonds from a post office. 

So post offices are doubly vulnerable. First, to 
the government, moving online more services 
previously accessed via the post office. Second, 
put bluntly, to our own laziness if, where choice 
still exists, we use online methods rather than 
our own post office. 

And how many of all the services available do 
we use? Stamps, postage, parcels, missed deliv¬ 
eries, home shopping returns - of course. For¬ 
eign currency, passports, vehicle and driving 
licences - perhaps. Lottery and scratch cards - 
maybe. Phone and broadband - possibly. What 
about settling council tax or utility bills or park¬ 
ing fines through the post office? How many 
Magna Housing tenants pay rent this way? 

Use services to help it survive 

It’s the money-business that has most changed 
the institution over the last half century. Nation¬ 
ally, it’s now the biggest cash handler, dealing 
with more than £80billion each year. Pensions 
and postal orders (still with us) were traditional 
post office business. Today, current accounts, 
savings, loans, insurance, credit cards, mort¬ 
gages, foreign money transfers, cash with¬ 
drawals, phone cards, gift vouchers, electric key 
recharging, even change-giving are its staples. 

As high street banks abandon high streets, the 
post office becomes the place for private and 
commercial transactions with its ‘partner banks’ 
(as you’ll know if you’ve queued behind a trader 
paying in the takings!). Use some of these serv¬ 
ices, and we help Lyme Regis Post Office to sur¬ 


vive. If we don’t, can we complain if it dies? 

Bill puts the change clearly: the post office was 
once a publicly-funded service; now it’s strictly 
a business. My mother could run her post office 
as, in part, a community social centre; today 
Bill, Ann and Ellie must keep the customers 
moving, however much they’d like to chat. 

Bill is an optimist. He’s planning a more wel¬ 
coming counter design and layout; disabled ac¬ 
cess will be easier; some changes will be made 
in the shop space; fresh outside paintwork is 
coming. All should be completed by Easter. 

This year is the 500th anniversary of Royal 
Mail - though until 1635 its chain of ‘post of¬ 
fices’ was strictly for the ‘royal’ government. 
From horses to trains; by foot or bike or van; by 
land, sea and air - the mail always moved. And 
when communication met telegraph, telephone 
and microwave technologies, the GPO was at 
the forefront. The popular hero of Bletchley 
Park’s World War II codebreaking may be Alan 
Turing; but it was brilliant post office engineer 
Tommy Flowers who designed and built Colos¬ 
sus (the first digital computer) making it possi¬ 
ble to analyse and decrypt messages intercepted 
from the German Lorenz machines. 

Only in recent years has government progres¬ 
sively fragmented the GPO, the custodian of 
centuries of innovation, with ‘Royal’ Mail going 
private in 2013. Post Office Limited, a shadow 
of its former glory, is still a government-owned 
company - but for how long? 

Lyme Regis Post Office is still proudly with 
us, a survivor bearing the standard of a great tra¬ 
dition. Let’s hang on to it.

I WONDER if, like me, you're wondering what 
changes 2016 may bring. 

Last year saw some landmark events/issues for our 
culture. We witnessed the refugee crisis emerge as un¬ 
precedented numbers of people move towards Europe 
looking for peace and a better life. November saw in¬ 
ternational acknowledgment at the Paris UN Summit 
for Climate Change that we have to rethink the way 
we treat our planet in order to avoid global catastrophe.

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Inheritance Claims on the Rise? 

There appears to have been in recent years a steady increase in claims under the Inheritance (Provision for 
Family and Dependants) Act 1975. This might in part be attributed to the fragmentation of families but also 
to the dramatic increase in property prices over the last few years. 

The matter was recently brought to public attention in the case of Hot v Mitson. In this case the deceased left the 
majority of her net estate to three charities having made no provision whatsoever for her adult daughter from whom she 
had been estranged for some 30 years. The deceased had been clear in her wishes to disinherit her daughter and had 
left a letter to her Executors to re-enforce her intention. 

Nevertheless the daughter succeeded on appeal and was awarded £164,000 from the deceased's estate. 

Whilst it is of course clear that a parent is under no obligation to leave anything to children under the terms of their Will, 
it is open for children to bring a claim under the provisions of the 1975 Act on grounds that the deceased failed to make 
reasonable provision for them. 

The right extends not just to children but also to surviving wife/husband, co-habitees, stepchildren or anyone having been 
maintained by the deceased. 

In determining such a claim, the Court will have regard to factors such as the respective resources of the claimant as well 
as the Will beneficiaries, the size and nature of the estate of the deceased and any other matter including conduct which 
the Court may regard as relevant. 

Whilst therefore it is always advisable to have a Will to distribute your estate as you so wish there is the possibility that 
your wishes may ultimately be overridden as happened in the Hot case.

Not only did Justin Tunstall contribute £3,600 
rental income to the mill, he supported local causes, put 
the Town Mill on the map for food lovers and provided 
six part time jobs. 

Mr Willis also said in this article: “The Town Mill 
needs to be an integral part of the Lyme Regis commu¬ 
nity. To me, this means offering more for those who live 
in Lyme.” 

You have now been awarded £8,800 of public (our) 
money on finding out what that is. But why don’t you 
just ask us? I think you will find that those who “live in 
Lyme” would like a cheese shop, a greengrocer and a 
butcher, not to mention the jobs for local people such 
businesses would provide. 

And again: “Although Lyme focuses hard on making 
the location high on the agenda of visitors to the West 
Country and those who chose to retire here, not enough 
attention is paid to those who live, work and bring up 
families here.” 

I entirely agree, and look forward to the “vision” of 
the trustees in addressing these issues. So far their en¬ 
gagement with the people who live here goes no further 

Cheesemonger was the 

■ AS a regular cheese shopper in Lyme Regis I feel it 
is disgraceful the way Justin Tunstall was treated by 
the trustees of the Town Mill. 

For six years he worked hard to build up a business 
which everyone (except the trustees) felt was the 
Jewel in the mill's crown. He also worked hard at pro¬ 
moting his business (and in the process, the Town 
Mill), which brought in many people who would not 
otherwise have ventured down there. None of the 
other tenants have done one tenth of the promotion 


than asking them to give their time for nothing to be 
mill volunteers. 

Turn the clock forward less than two years and Mr 
Willis has changed tack. To hell with the mill being an 
“integral part of the community”. He wants his £8,800 
consultant to tell them about “products and activities 
which will enhance visitor’s [sic] experience of the 
mill”. We know, from the “60 Seconds” article, that he 
enjoyed donning an apron and learning the old craft of 
milling flour. This is something which people from Lon¬ 
don get a kick out of. 

Could Miller Willis please explain exactly what these 
“products and activities! will be? Would he and his fel¬ 
low trustees be considering interactive computer screens 
perhaps (which they hoped to install a while ago) or 
would it mean people in silly pseudo-historical cos¬ 
tumes? How will this make the site an “integral part of 
the community”? It would just make the mill some his¬ 
toric and arty theme-park. Just what the town wants! 
And if the trustees are so keen on history and the tradi¬ 
tional artisan crafts, what is their problem with hand¬ 
made cheeses, the history of which dates back some 
4,000 years? 

The trustees of the Town Mill should look to the first 
word in their name when drawing up their “vision”. The 
mill belongs to the town. Miller Willis and his associ¬ 
ates might find they don’t need to pay someone £14,000 
to do their PR and marketing for them if they remember 
that and go back to his 2014 intention of “offering more 
for those who live in Lyme”.

DORCHESTER ARTS has recently 
branched out into a new genre for their 
spring programme by offering a feast of 
classical music performances across 
three venues in Dorchester - the Corn 
Exchange, Holy Trinity Church and the 
Dorset County Museum. 

The first of these performances will 
be held at the Corn Exchange on Sun¬ 
day, January 17th at 3pm featuring 
Kokoro - the new Bournemouth Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra's ensemble dedicated 
to the performance of 20th and 21st 
century music. The ensemble's intrigu¬ 
ing name is derived from the Japanese 
word meaning 'heart; mind; mentality; 
emotions or feelings'. 

In this programme members of 


Kokoro perform works by three of the 
20th century's greatest composers, be¬ 
ginning with Stravinsky's The Soldier's 
Tale, composed during World War One, 
which relates in vivid, electrifying music 
the story of a soldier who sells his vio¬ 
lin, a symbol of his soul, to the Devil in 
exchange for wealth. It's followed by an 
arrangement, made especially for 
Kokoro by its composer-in-residence 
Hywel Davies, of Bartok's Romanian 
Dances, which draws on seven folk 
tunes, originally played on fiddle or 
shepherd's flute, which Bartok col¬ 
lected in Transylvania during 1915. 

In the second half, Kokoro turns to a 
work written during the second great 
world conflict of the century, and one 


of the finest achievements by the great 
French composer Oliver Messiaen. His 
extraordinary and visionary master¬ 
piece Quartet for the End of Time was 
inspired by the biblical Book of Revela¬ 
tion; and was composed and given its 
premiere in 1941 under very unusual 
circumstances - whilst Messiaen was 
incarcerated in a prisoner of war camp 
where he had written the work for him¬ 
self and three other prisoners to play. 

The Kokoro musicians performing in 
this concert are pianist Mark Forkgen 
(principal conductor and musical ad¬ 
viser), Elizabeth Drew, clarinet, Kate 
Turnbull, violin and Lionel Handy, cello.
